Details: Typical U-193 isotopic anomalies. 

Dimensions: 211 x 146 mm (closed) 

Covers: 

Cardboard sign printed with "WET PAINT" and defaced branding spelling "Expirations aint [sic]" and 
"HATS: OUR NEXT PRO". Black marker applied before damage spells "FIRE HYDReat [sic]". This has 
been sewn to the contents with white cotton thread, and the corners reinforced with masking tape. 
Various subsequent forms of damage include burning, tearing, and water damage. Stains include 
olive juice, unidentified copper-containing compounds potentially resulting from crustacean blood, 
and [REDACTED], Black ballpoint pen [Forensics team confirms identity with author of other texts] 
spells "Does that fucking say "FIRE HYDReat"". Repairs and reinforcement have been inexpertly 
attempted with white cotton thread, black polyester thread, and ficus latex. Substitution of masking 
tape with more time consuming methods in later repairs may help date the author's depletion of 
supplies.
